What Are Primary and 


Secondary Boycotts? 

A primary boycott exists when a 
group of people decide that they 
won’t patronize a certain individual 
or firm. Either they won't buy 
goods from him, or sell goods to 
him, or work for him. 


A secondary boycott exists when 
any group of citizens, having de- 
cided not to buy goods manufac- 
tured by a certain firm or indivi- 
dual, for any number of reasons— 
because a living wage is not paid 
to the workers, for instance, or 
sweat-shop conditions prevail — 
make up their minds to make that 
boycott as effective as possible by 
not buying anything from any con- 
cern which handles these particular 
goods. 

The right to do any of these 
things are constitutional rights. As 
a matter of record, the right to de- 
cide or agree not to deal with any- 
one you do not like has been de- 
clared constitutional over and over

On the gulf coast, however, the 
raises will range up to 13 cents 
an hour to bring the yards there 
on a parity with other sections of 
the country.

For the government navy yards, 
except on the gulf, the higher pay 
levels became effective July 6. In 
the Washington navy yard, one of 
the nation’s biggest, 17,000 workers 
will benefit from the wage order. 

The navy increase was ordered 
to bring the government yards in 
line with the commercial shipyards. 

The metal trades department of 
the AFL played the leading role 
in obtaining all of these wage in- 
creases,

Labor Policies in Mess— 


President Roosevelt was informed 
this week that the government’s 
labor policies are “in a mess” be- 
cause too many federal agencies 
are trying to exercise authority 
over workers in industry. 

High government officials, con- 
cerned with labor matters, laid the 
matter before the president in a 
special memorandum. 

They warned the president that 
entire situation is 
straightened out, the matter will 
go from “bad to worse.” 

At least a dozen agencies are 
handling labor problems, the chief 
executive was told, whereas the 
entire problem should be left in the 
hands of the department of labor. 

These agencies have set up 
special labor sections and are try- 
ing to put over their own ideas on 
how to deal with labor, the memo- 
randum pointed out. 

All are “attempting to determine 
or influence basic labor policies,” 
and the result is “confusion and 
duplication,” with “too many cooks 
spoiling the broth,” the memoran- 
dum explained. 

Union leaders have also made it 
plain that they are dissatisfied 
with the present “crazy quilt” set- 
up and have been urging the presi- 


dent to “bring order out of chaos.” |
